The republienng of Massachusetts are
not In favor of territorind acguisition n
the far enst. A few of the leaders nd.
vocute holding all of the  Phillppines,
hut the declaration of the state conven-
tion shows that the rank and file of the
party do not approve of thig pollcy and
are n sympathy with Seantor Hoar and
most of the republican representatives.
The prevalling opinlon was voleed by
Representative MeCall in his speech ne-
cepting a renomination to congress.

Mer, MeCall #ald that the acquirement
in the Orlent of a purely paval and com-
mereinl bage, wihilch does not essentinlly
Involve empire and which pre<ent
methods of transportation upon the sea |
mnke desirable and Indeed pecessary,
for a teading nation llke ourselves, pro-
sents one problem. The acquirement of |
sueh a statlon he believed to be a duty.
The polley of distant colonlal  expan-
glon, he declared, involving the donex-
atlion of 8,000,000 or 10,000,000 savage
subJects, presents n vastly different
problem. The benefits of such coloninl
poliey wonld be most uncertain, the re-
gponsibllity sure. Mr. MeCall said that
the responsibilities of vietory, upon
which the expansioniste lay &0 much
stress, do mot require that we should
break faith ourselves or that we ghould
appear to make humanity the stalklog
horse for ambition, We should adhere
to the spirit of the purpose for which
we entered npon the war and not be
deluded by fanciful and paltering con.
siderations into {uttlng a staln upon our
niatlonal honor and sacrificing upon the
altar of a false philanthropy those
priceless things which have made us
peerless among natlons, Our duties on
this continent and thelr faithful per.
formance will contribute infinitely more

of mankind than the tansk of going to
the other end of the globe “hatching!
vain empire,”” The retention of the!
Philippines, hoe declared, will be at-
tended with heavy cost in time of peace,
if, indeed, there could ever be peace
with their Inhabitants, and with great
difficulty and danger in time of war.
Hepresentative Lawrence, in aceept-
ing a renomination, spoke in a like vein.
Militarism and conquest, he declared,
are not in harmony with our sacred tra-
ditlons, He belleved we should ae-
quire a conling station In the Philip-
pines, but he was not impressed with
the argument that the annexation of
those [slands is necessary for purposcs
of commerce. All true Americans would
rejolee If self.zovernment should comao
to the people of the Philippines as the
result of our war with Spain, but honor
does not compel this country to assnme
soverelgnty over 10,000,000 allen people
g0 many miles from our Macific coast,
These utterances of representative
Massachusetts republicans are wise and
sound, They are prompted by a just ap-
preciation and a proper reverence for
that American pollcy which has been
found so frultful of good to the republic,
o radleal departure from which, as ad-
voeated by the expansionists, would in-
evitably lead us Into the gravest difli-
cultics and complications, ’

SPANISH TRICKERY.

The course of the Spanish officials in
Cuba in pardoning life eriminals and
turning them loose upon the community
Is justly condemned as outrageous.
Their sole purpose seems to be to turn
Cubit over to the United States In a
condition not far removed from anar-
chy. According to Havana advices crim-
Inals of the deepest dye, sentenced for
the most horrible and Inhuman erimes,
have been pardoned by the colonial eab-
Inet. This, it iz sald, causes greiater
fears in every rank of society and dis-
trust and apprebension as to the future
than any other agency, and reacts in
favor of annexation by the United States,
a8 the first step in the direction of au-
tonomwy menaces the preservation of law
and order by turning loose eriminals
upon the community. One case I8 noted
of the release of a murderer serving n
life-time sentence for a crime commiited
under clreumstances pecullarly revol.ing
and so gross was this pardon that even
from Madrid came remonstrance, but
of course to no purpose.

The action of the Spanish authorities
In this respect 1s most extraordinary, but
it Is a matter to which the Unlted States,
we suppose, Is compelled to submit.
However, when It shall have assumed
control of the island It may be found
practicable to deport some of these erim-
Inals to Spain and such a course would
certainly be justified.

OTHER LANDS THAN OURS,

The political sltuation In Ausirin does not
seem to have been simplifed to any preat
extout by the truce, obrerved by general
vonent, during the funeral ceremonies of
the lamented envpress, The German and
Crech leaders exhibit no Intention of reced-
ing from thelr former positlons. The Ger-
mans. Including some of the more moderaie
members of the opposition, declare that they
ocannot retiodnce thely prinoipal demand-—
the ahrogation of the language otlinances—
as a preliminary to further negotiationa,
The Crechs, on the other hand, state posis
tively that they can surrender none of the
advantages which they have secursd during
the past three years, There 18 sald to be a
certaln Inck of harmony between the Czechs
and the remainder of the parliamentary
majority Tho Crechs luslst that
rolldarity of tho parties of the right should
be manifested in thelr acts, while the other
groups remind the Dohemlan represantn-
tives of thelr dutles as alllea and as mem-
bers of a coalitlon which was uot formed
exclusively for the promotion of thelr views.
These differences encourage the CGermans,
who cling to the hope that there may be
some possibllity of splitting the majorily
and forming a new comblnatlen. This pos-
sibility, however, I8 thought to he remote.
Even If a split should occur It would not
follow necessarily that the sltuation would
be made uny the easier.

The apeech of the German emperor, In
which he referred to proposed legislation
to secure the punishment of anybody inters
fering with & man's right to labor, or in-
citing laborers to strike, Is regarded ns a
natural sequel of the elrenlar and confiden-
t'al note sent on December 11, 1847, by Count
Posadowsky, lmperial secretary of state for
the interior, to the various German governs
ments, contalnlng euggestions so ns to pre-
vent pleketing and Intimidation by soclalist
etrike committecs, which note was inters
cepted by the soclal democrats and pub-
lished In the Vorwarts, There I8 much
curlosity as to the effect the emperor's de-
Hverance may have on the attitude of the
sociallsts In the Impending elections for the
Pruszlan Diet in November. Owing to the
system existing In Prussin of voting by
three Classps—hy which the masses are
practically excluded from all share in the
election—the soclaliste have hitherto ab-
stained from /voting. Not a single eoclal
democrat, moreover, gits In the Prusaian
Diet. This year the soclallsts, In many In-

giances, have determined to take part in the

elections and, by voting for the liherals, to
diminish the power of the conservative
Junkers. In Berlin, however, there has
been a spllt among the soclal democrats,
Herr Bebel counselling the taking of an
wetive part and others refusing on the
ground that it Is useless, on account of the
effect of repressive pollce orders. It 18 ex-
pected that the number of Herr Bebel's sup-
porters will now be Increased very cone
slderably.

Delagoa bay has figured prominently In
recent cablegrams as a topic under dis-
cusslon and the subject of an agreement,
or treaty, between Germany and England,
It is the property of Portugal, and Lo-
renzo Marquez, & town on i, I8 the ter-
minug of the shortest lne of rallway he-
tween the ‘Transvanl and the ocean,
President Kruger has, accordingly. very
much desired to possess the bay, and while
there was supposed to be a chance to ex-
tend the German empire In South Afrlea,
Germany also very much desired to pos-
sess it. England, however, by a treaty
with Portugal, has the refusal of It if it
is ever to bo sold. The railway from Dela-
gon bay to the Transavaal & now the sub-
Ject of nan arbitrallon, Portugal having
taken It—Iimproperly, it I8 clalmed—some
ten years ago from certaln Englishmen
nnd Americans who bulit it. The decision
of the Swiss arbitrators |8 expected to be
forthcoming at an early day and to be
unfavorable to Portugal, If the declslon
goes agalnst Portugal she will have some
elght or ten milllons of dollars to pay by
way of damages, Under her management
the rallway has run down. Locomotives
and cars are wanting. The track is in bad
condition and everything Is shabbily done,
It 18 unsafe to commit goods to the care of
the underpaid Portuguese officials. The
result Is that trafMe, which was phenome-
nal at first, has fallen off almost to noth-
Ing, and the rallroad and the bay have lost
Importance. Natal and Cape Colony ports
get the busipness. Portugal has nelther the
capital npor Intelligence to put Into the
development of a great commercial enter-
prise. Belng In financlal straits, it {8 be-
leved that Portugal Is now willing to sell
or lease the bay and rallway, which she
finds unprofitable, and will do so to get
funda with which to pay the award of the
arbitratora, Recent dispatches asgsert, In
fact, that such a lease has been effected.
Both bay and rallroad will, therefore, socon
come, it is thought, into English hands,
